Atlantic City, N. J. May 29.—Can- 
cer is an hereditary and contrac- 
table disease of the blood and cannot 
be cured permanently by radium or 
any other method, according to the 
consensus of opinion of the patho- 
logical and physiological section of the 
American Medical association. 

This conclusion was reached Fri- 
day after a bitter and heated dis- 
cussion of the disease which causes 
thousands of deaths annually in the 
United States. The meeting was cli- 
maxed by the frank confession of an 
eminent New York specialist who ad 
mitted that he did not “know a damn 
thing about cancer and neither docs 
anybody else.” 

So-called cancer cures giye only 
temporary relief from which there is 
a recrudescence, sometimes as much 
as 20 years later, it was generally ad- 
mitted by the physicians, amoung them 
some of those most prominent in the 
study of the haffling malady. 

It was when Dr. Isaac Klein, of 
New York, launched upon a discussion 
of cautery in treating cancer that 
two other specialists, Dr. Douglas 
Morgan, of Philadelphia, and Dr. 
James I’, Percy, of Los Angeles, chal- 
lenged his knowledge of the disease. 


“There is no-question hut that 
cancer runs in certain families and 


that a large number of persons in. the 
same family die from it. It has been 
proven beyond doubt that in animals 
a susceptibility to cancer is transmit- 
ted from one generation to another.” 
Surgery Is Advocated. 

Dr. Wood advocated immediate 
surgery as the best’ treatment -avail- 
able and other physicians supported 
caustic radiation «nd cattery, but 
only as temporary measures prolong- 
ing life and for eliminating the dis- 
ease from the system 

Other speakers indicated that can- 
cer, particularly of the mouth and 
lips, can be contracted from infec- 
tions through chewing and serena 
tobacco and other causes. 

Klein had been introduced by Dr. 
Charles W. Greene, a scientific in- 
vestigator of the University of Mis- 
souri, and chairman of the meeting, 
as the bearer of the “most concise 
and honest description of the exact 


status of cancer, so far as a cure is 

oncerned, that has been delivered be- 
ore this section.” The New York 
pecialist had just finished reading 
lis paper when his two. critics 
shouted that he knew nothing about 
cancer.

REPARATION PLAN 
BEING FULFILLED 


Paris, May 29.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—The reparations cor- 
mission officially announced today 
that Germany is faithfully fulfilling 
her reparations’ engagements under 


the Dawes’ plan. This decision will 
be communicated to the council of 
ambassadors tomorrow. 

The -.meeting of the councjl of am- 
bassadors tomorrow is expected to 
consider the note of the allies to Ger- 
many regarding the latter’s disarma- 
ment under the Versailles’ peace 
treaty. 

Occupation to Continue. 

It is understood this note will in- 
form Germany that inasmuch as all 
conditions of that treaty have not been 


faithfully executed, the allied occupa- 
tion of the Cologne zone muk&t con- 
tinue. Opinion here is that the note 
will be sent to Germany some time 
next week. 

The reparation commission consid- 
ered all documents dealing with the 
execution of the Dawes’ plan up to 
May 1. It had a letter dated May 
27 feom the council of ambassadors 
asking ‘up to the present has Germany 
acquitted faithfully her obligations 
for reparations as fixed under the 
Dawes’ plan?” 

The commission after a short ax- 
change of views among its members, 
replied : 

“The answer is in the affirmative.” 


BRITAIN HOPES TO EFFECT 
AGREEMENT WITH FRANCE. 
London, May 29.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)}——A communication 9ut- 
lining the British government’s views 
regarding Germany's proposal for a 
western European security pact was 


' sent to the French government today. 


This followed consideration by the 
Baldwin cabinet of the note from 
Foreign Minister Briand of France 
elucidating as the British govern- 
ment had requested, the French re- 
ply to Germany regarding the pro- 
posed pact. 

Official circles expressed the hope 
that as a result of British suggestions 
it would soon be possible for France 
to send to Berlin a note representing 
a Franco-British agreement on the 
security question. 

It is understéod the British _com- 

munication clearly specifies that 
Britain continue to maintain a posi- 
tion of not entering any widespread 
or indefinite scheme of security, but 
favors definite and limited undertak- 
ings. 
Only a pact to which Britain and 
France mutually agree and which fs 
limited to the security of western 
Kurope will be acceptable both to Lon- 
don and to the British dominions, the 
communication says, according to the 
understanding here. 

Apparently the French have shown 
a tendency for reasonable concilia- 
tions regarding details of security of 
her frontiers and British officials are 
thereby led to the belief that Paris 
may accept London's views.

NEW HIGHWAY BIDS 
GIVEN APPROVAL 


Bids on a number of state highway 
projects were opened and, in most 
cases, contracts were awarded, at a 
meeting ofithe state highway board held 
at East Point headquarters on Fri- 
day. In one or two projects, new 
bids were cutled for. Awards of eon- 
tracts and amounts involved, as well 
as location, extent and character of 
road to be built, will be announced as 
soon as the details can be drawn up. 

Nothing but routine matter and 
contract awards was considered at 
Friday’s meeting, it was stated, no 
mention being made of attorneys’ fees 
and auditors’ bills approved by W. T. 
Anderson and Stanley S. Bennet, 
while Chairman John N. Holder was 
absent as a result of his deposition by 
the governor, which recently was de- 
clared illegal by the courts. It is un- 
derstood that Chairman Holder will 
call another meeting of the board at 
an early date, probably next week, 
when these matters will be discussed. 

Counties Affected. : 

Proposals ceceived and opened Fri- 
day were on projects in the follow- 
ing counties: Elbert, Cobb, Fulton, 
Gilmer, Charlton, Lowndes, Clark, 
Union,: Rockdale and Baldwin. 

The board agreed to make a survey 
of a proposed highway between 
Swainsboro, Wrightsville and irwin- 
ton, a part of the suggested high- 
to Macon to Sa- 
vannah. It also was agreed by the 
board that a _ location § should be 
fixed at an early date for a bridge 
on this highway to cross the Oeonee 
river between Johnson and Wilkin- 
son counties. ‘The two counties will 
finance construction of the - road 
themselves, and it is proposed to 


eventually make the road a part of 


the state system. 

The highway board agreed to have 
paving of.a three-mile section of con- 
crete highway on the Camilla-Albany 
road started at Camilla instead of 
the Dougherty county line, provided 
the county commissioners of Mitchell, 
county make the necessary request 
A delegation from that county ap- 
peared at the meeting. 

Plans for making two toll bridges 

over the Savannah river _between 
Hartwell, Ga., and Anderson, 8S. C., 
free bridges were considered when 
citizens of Clark county attended the 
meeting of the board. No funds are 
available to purchase the bridges, at 
a cost of $150,000, but it was sug- 
gested that. the counties affected 
shold finan@e the buying of the 
bridges and reimburse themselves by 
operating the bridges as toll proposi- 
tions for some years before making 
them free to travel.

New York, May 29.—A long series 
of attacks on women and girls in New 
York and its suburbs has reached its 
most sensational fruition Sy the 
murder of Blorence Kane, of Brook- 
lyn, a pretty girl, 24 years o'd, whose 

was found in a vacant lot near 
her home, bearing the marks of brutal 
beating and. strangulation. 

Similar incidents in the large city 
known as Greater New York are not 
pare, and many of them go unsolved. 
A dozen aggravated assaults of young 
women, such as some of these murders 
seem to have grown out of, are re- 
ported each week. New York takes 
these things complacently, as the towa 
is too big for any community indig- 
nation. A day or two ago a woman 
was murdered in a hallway by an 
unidentified man whom she resisted, 
and in a much more fiendish manner 
than Miss Kane, but little attention 
Was paid to it,and* the “ripper” has} 
eluded the police. 

Sister of Police Detective. 

Miss Kane, however. was the sister 
of a police detective. and because 
the entire police department is stirred 
to take the murder almost as a per- 
sonal matter, the dragnet of the law 
may capture her murderer and some- 
thing may even he done to make the 
less crowded sidewalks of New York. 
Brooklyn and adjacent points safer 
for all women. 

The same day's news here. inci- 
dentally. tells of attacks upon six 
other girls, all of whom escaped with 
their lives, but little else. Policemen 
themselves are alleced to have been 
involved tn two of these attacks. 

Thus far. detectives feel their most 
important clue to the Kane mystery 
is the story of Mrs. Anna Rubin, a 
candy store keener, whose place is 
three blocks from the vacant lot. A 
young man wearing a blue serge 
suit and a straw at entered and ask- 

ed for a glass of sada. As he drank 
it, he said to Mrs. Rubin: 

“Did you hear ahout what hanpen- 
ed in the lot? Four cops just arrest- 
ed a girl and put her in an auto- 
mobile.” 

Looking for Young Man. 

The. détectives are looking for this 
young man, who said no more. but 
finished his so@a and left the store. 

Miss Kane. was returning home 

alone after attending a> theater party 
with 15 other girls in Manhattan. 
She was. expected home within half 
an hour after midnight. and the 
theory is that she suddenly was 
seized. by a man who stifled her 
cries. A © woman living nearby re- 
ported hearing a_ single scream be- 
tween midnight and 1 o'’elock. A 
milkman, driving by about 6 a. m., 
saw her feet protruding from some 
ow shrubbery and enlled the police. 
Her body was identified by her own 
brother, Detective James Kane, and 
fan autopsy showed that death had 
been due to “strangulation by 
hand.” ‘The girl’s jaw had heen 
broken. avparently by a blow from 
a man’s fist, her mouth was swollen, 
one eye was blackened and there was 
a bruise on the back of her head. 
Her clothing had been torn and parts 
of it were used to bind and gag her. 
Mystery Is Inexplicable. 

As a_ mystery, Florence Kane’s 
death provided one of the most in- 
explicable- the police have had to 
contend with in several months. At 
the time sheg@was attacked she had 
walked five blocks from the subway 
station nearest her home. 

Two rings. valued at $500. and 
Miss Kane‘s purse were left with the 
body, as well asx a golden. erucifix 
and religious medal. inseribed “Fath- 
er: forgive them.” ‘The girl’s rosary 
beads “vere missing. 

The only clue. the 
on the scene was in the form of a 
pair of brown gloves. of the type 
used by truckmeg, ‘These are being 
minutely examined. 

Beautiful and Athletic. 

Miss Kane was beautiful, 
and a proficient swimmer. Fond of 
outdoor sports, she had a -cvide cir- 
cle of girl friends and was popular. 
She worked as a stenographer in an

“So for these reasons the new ver- 
bena was called the Mayflower. Un- 
fortunately, as I Said before, the per- 
fected original was Jost by the eastern 
seedsman wh > purchased it, and the 
fragrance of :he seedlings has deteri- 
orated because of having been propa- 
gated by seed zxnd not by euttings.”’ 

“How do you account for this fra- 
erarece in ime verbena?’ I asec. 

“The ancestors cf the verbena were 
mostly subtropical American plants, 
and among them was one that was 
pure white and with a faint fragrance 
of jesusmine, und as verbenas have 
been greatly crossed for size and col- 
or alone, this ancestral trait of per- 
fume became hidden and covered up. 
coming only seldom to the surface. 

“Fortunately it was discovered by 
aceident and developed by selection.” 

“Does the verbena go in the list 
cf plants with which the amateur tay 
work, Mr. Burbank?’ 

“By selection, yes, but it is an ex- 
ceedingly difficnlt plant to cross ow- 
ing to the «tructure of the flowers, 
but has most interesting possibilities 
as new varieties develop in a wonder- 
ful range of cviors.”

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what are herbaceous borders, spoken 
cf/se often in garden books and cata- 
logues.”’ 

“Herbaceous borders generally mean 
any close and continueous planting in 
beds, along walks or drives, along the 
boundaries of a garden or against any 
building. 

“The beds may vary in width from 
a few feet to 8 or 10 feet, according 
to the size of the garden, and they 
dire most satisfactory for massing 
plants, for, they are easily cultivated 
and any gaps are quickly filled up, 
besides making a good color effect in 
the garden.” 

“May both perennial plants and an- 
huals go in the border?”

But all of this 
is landscape gardgning, and does it 
fit in with small gardens?’

MARKET REVIEW | 
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Chicage, May 30.—A gain in new 
business was reported by 3747 of the 
principal softwood mills during the 
week ended May 16, their orders 
equalling their production, while ship- 
ments were 98 per cent of it. Low 
prices still make for unsatisfactory 
conditions, but in the trade the opin- 
ion seems to be gaining strength, says 
the American Lumberman, Chicago, 
that as the mills become adjusted to 
quicker transportation and smaller 
retail stocks, they will refrain from 
forcing lumber on the market faster 
than it can go into consumption. 

The southern pine mills had orders 
for 3 1-3 per cent more than they 
prodneed, but transit cars from smali- 
er mils have had a weakening influ- 
ence, and have caused slight declines 
in common boards and dimension, 
though upper grades and such items 
as flooring are fairly firm. The west 
coast mills booked orders for 16 per 
cent moret lan ,they cut, but their 
operations are éurtailed, for foreign 
business jis still lacking and domestic 
prices. have declined to an unprofit- 
able level. Coast cutting schedules 
are plaffned for a shutdown, and mill 
stoeks are being uced. Many log- 
ging camps are now idle, and each 
week others are closing down, and 
will probably remain inactive ring 
the period of fire hazard, or until 
about September.

New York, May 29.—The cotton 


market bere has been very quiet this 
week, with the bulk of the business 
attributed to the closing out of old 
long accounts in preparation for the 
Memorial day adjournment and the 
government report scheduled for Tues- 
day.. A number of private crop re- 
ports have given condition figures 
ranging from a minimum of 725 to 
a maximum of 77.5. Most of «these 
have been accompanied by estimates 
of the acreage pointing to an increase 
of from 4.3 to 6.3 per cent, but neither 
the higher nor the lower figures ap- 
peared to have any influence of im- 
portance on the maret. 

The average of 15 of these 
private reports indicated a condition 
of 75 and an increase of 5.5 per 
cent in the acreage. No official fig- 
ures on the part value of condition 
as of May. 25 are available and the 
government report of early next week 
will give no figures on the indicated 
crop, but it is caleulated by some lo- 
cal statisticians that a condition of 
about 75.6 on an acreage of approxi- 
mately 43,900.000 acres would point 
to a lint crop of around 14,500,000 
bales, excluding linters. 

The failure of such crop views to 
influence the market led many brokers 
to assume that the market had pretty 
well discounted a favorabie early new 
crop promise on the decline earlier in 
the montlr, and this idea probably in- 
creased a tendency to cover short con- 
tracts in advance of the holiday. An- 
other factor which may have checkei 
selling on bearing crop ideas or per- 
sistent reports of domestic mill cur- 
tailment was the continuance. of dry 
weather in south Texas. 

The detailed weather reports re- 
ceived at the end of the week showe:l 
rains or showers at a few points in 
this territory, but previcusly many 
complaints of drouthy condition reach- 
ed the trade here, causing some nerv- 
ousness. In other sections of the belt 
the most general opinion appears to he 
that the crop has been doing fairly

ernment’s case to the grand jury. 

Three organizations were named as 
the medium under which the manufac- 
turers worked to further the alleged 
violation of the law. These were the 
‘National Refrigerator Manufacturer's 
association, the National Alliance of 
Furniture Manufacturers and the Na- 
tional Association of Chair Manufac- 
turers. . 

The indictments were divided into 
three classes, 100 manufacturers and 
two individuals being indicted in the 
case goods cases: 55 manufacturers 
and two individuals in the furniture 
case and 18 manufacturers and two in- 
dividals in the refrigerator cases.

All were charged with being en- 
gaged’ in a combination in restraint of 
trade and commerce, while the indict- 
ments mention an unlawful condition 
existing since as-far back as 1915, 
yet they specifically note that the vio- 
lation of the law has taken place 
in the last three years.

MANUFACTURERS’ SECRETARY 


IS SORRY AND SURPRISED. | 

Grand Rapids, Mich., May 29.—Ad- 

vised today by telephone message 
that the federal grand jury, sitting 
in Chicago, had returned an indict- 
ment against the members of the Na- 
tional Alliance of Furniture Manuface- 
turers for violation.of the Sherman 
anti-trust law, A. C. Brown, secre- 
tary of the association, issued the 
following statement through his 
counsel : 
_ “This indictment includes the lead- 
ing furniture manufacturers of the 
country and practically charges them 
with a conspiracy to collect frora 
the purchasing public more than the 
goods they offer are worth. 

“Our members have never had any 
thing to do with the prices to the 
consumer; nor. have they ever at- 
tempted to control the prices to the 
dealer. 

Not Subject to Control. 

“Furniture is not a commodity 
which lends itself to price control— 
its chief values are in desiyn and 


craftsmanship, neither of which can, 


be standardized. 

“Actuated by a recommendation of 
the federal trade commission in their 
bulletin published in 1916, our or- 
ganization sought to put the industry 
oh a sound basis by advising mem- 
bers of the cost of the materials and 
fundamental processes of manufac- 
ture. We know that there was vever 
any concerted action as t» 
and certainly no wilful violation of 
the law. 

“As a matter of fact, wholesale 
prices of furniture have decreased 
more in percentage than the general 
average of all of the 404 commodities 
upon which the bureau of labor sta- 
tistics of the United States depart- 
ment of labor collects price data; and 
the percentage of decline during the 
last two years exceeds that of any 
other commodity. Since the war peak, 
wholesale furniture prices have 
aoe over 100 points in index num 
ers. 

Regulated by Natural Laws. 

“Wholesale furniture prices are 
reguiated entirely by the laws of de- 
mand and supply. The furnitui. man- 
ufacturer of today, in order to sur- 
vive, must meet the demands for bet- 
ter designs and better made furniture 
and at the same time keep the fac- 
tory cost of his furniture at a point 
where the dealers can purchase it ad- 
vantageously and ‘to meet the compe- 
tition of other industries. This is only 
possible by the saving secured through 
more efficient management, greater 
efficiency in the factories, improved 
methods of manufacture and the lop- 
ping off of some of the extravagances 
that were carried over from the war. 

“Whatever concerted action our as- 
sociation has taken has been directed 
to these. savings, rather than to an 
effort to secure a higher price for our 
goods. 

“We never knowingly have violated 
either the letter or the spirit of the 
Sherman act or any other law; and 
if a technical construction upon some 
isolated and unintentional acts proves 
to have brought us within reach of 
the Sherman act, it will-bea matter of 
both regret and surprise.”

The mothers of those who fell 
Sixty years after Appomattox, 

their faces come before us, in the’ 

“great cloud of witnesses about us” 

—those whom we 

lost a tittle while—called to memory 

by the Confederate Memorial coins, 
issued by the United States govern- 
ment to commemorate, 

“The valor of the soldier of the" 
south.” 

Those mothers are calling us to- 


ay. 

There was a mother, little more 
than a child herself, when she mar- 
ried. Girls became brides at a very 
early age in those days. The baby 
boy in her arms and her adoration 
of the mite had been wonderful and 
beautiful to see. 


Before father and mother realized. 
he was a stalwart chap ‘of 18, much 
taller than the little mother. and 
seemingly she was as young as he. 
They were to have the joy of youth 
together, before she was really old. 
Then came the war. 

Father and son answered the call 
together, leaving the little mother at 
home alone. 

The father got a short leave when 
they brought the boy’s body home. 
He could put his arms about her, 
who had dared torture, yes, even 
death itself to give life to the boy. 
But neither the father, nor anyone 
else. could fill the aching void in the 
mother’s heart. The boy was gone. 

This happened not alone in one 
home, but in thousands of homes in 
the south, 

War’s Meaning. 


The memory of a father, talking 
in the long twilight on the old col- 
umned° porch, comes back.’ He was 
saving: 

“The horror of war never came 
home to me until Cold Harbor. Aft- 
er the battle there, I went over the 
field. A company of cadets, mere 
boys, had been put in. Their bodies 
were lving scattered over the field, 
where they had died.” 

Going over that battlefield, this 
father was then only a lad, 18 years 
old. 

At Newmarket, the students of the 
Virginia Military Institute, from 
which Stonewall Jackson went forth 
to immortalize his name, were first 
led into action. When night fell, 
the hodies of boys marked the way, 
which these lads had passed on their 
gallant charge. 3 

Young mothers—old mothers, re- 
ceived the news,
